Robert Bailey, aged 41, is a man of nearly 
pure African blood, and the 28th of December 
last he was united in marriage by 
the Rev. W. W. Jobnson, the o- 
ored pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church of Toledo, to Miss Carrie Haymier, of 
pure white blood, the 18-year-old daughter of 
William Haymier, a railroad man of this city. 
Bailey is a well-to-do contractor and promi- 
ment among the colored people.

SALMI MORSE. 
The Coroner's Inquiry Resumed and 


Mies Mary Blackburn's Tes- 


MeGivney, Whom the Lady Charges wi 
Having Struck Morse, Takes 
the Stand. 


His Testimony Is in Direct Opposition to 
~ that of Miss Blackbym—The 
Inquest® Adjourned, 


New York, Feb. 28.—({Speciai.}—The inquest 
in the case of Salmi Morse was continued to- 
day before Coroner Levy and kept up until 4 
o'clock, but was not concluded. The court- 
room was crowded with persons who had been 
attracted by the belief that Mr. McGivney’s 
testimony would be interesting. 

Miss Biackburn was the first witness. She 
said she had known McGivney since last Sep- 
tember; that he had asked her to marry him, 
and she had refused him. Mr. Morse was an in- 
timate friend of her father when she lived in San 
Francisco, had taken a great interest in her, and 
she looked upon him as she would upon a 
father. Morse knew that McGivney was pay- 
ing attentions to ber, and she thought Mc- 
‘Givney was aware that he had been informed. 
Miss Blackburn said Mr. Morse had been ill, 


having had bemorrhages—once ai her house: 


that he had said when suffering that he was 
tired of life, and wished he was dead. 

Deputy Coroner Conway, who examined Mr. 
Morse’s body, said that there were no marks 
of violence on it. In his opinion Mr. Morse 
died of asphyxiation from drownimg. Mr. 
Morse might have died, however, from the 
shock of the fall into the water. 

M’GIVNEY ON THE WITNESS-STAND. 

Then Thomas J. McGivney, the buéfness- 
manager of the Cosmopolitan Theatre, about 
whom so much has been said in connection 
with Salmi Morse, was called to the stand. He 
is about 40 years old. After answering prelim- 
inary questions as to his occupation—which is 
that of proprietor of a liquor-saloon at No. 2392 
First avenue—he said he first met Miss Black- 
burn and Salmi Morse about three months ago. 
He thought Miss Blackburn was a smart, 
enterprising girl. She wanted to go 
the stage, and he thought 
he could help her. “My relations with 
Mr. Morse,” said Mr. McGivney, * were always 
most friendly, except that one time we had 
some trouble at the theatre because he wanted 
to represent himself to the company as the 
moneyed man of the concern. I objected, He 
said the money I had put up was his, and we 
then had some words.”’ 

Mr. McGiyney had also had some trouble 
with Miss Blackburn over financial matters. 

HIS VISIT TO MISS BLACKBURN'’S HOUSE. 

He then related the circumstances of his visit 
to her house the night of Feb. 21. It was about 
1 o'clock, and as he had once before gone to 
see her at about the same hour he on this occa- 
sion felt no delicacy about it. The janitress 
let him into the house and opened Miss Black- 
burn's dining-room door for him. Mr. MeGiv- 
ney then continued: 

“The rooms were dark, and as I walked 
through the door leading to Miss Black- 
burns bedroom 1 struck 
and lit the gas. Before this, however, on hear- 
ing me come in, Miss Blackburn called out: 
Who's there?’ and I said, It's Tom — that's 
what she familiarly calls me—and walked on 


in. When 1 lit the eas in her room I saw Miss 
Blackburn. Mr. Morse was also there. 


„ » Oh, how can you say such a thing? ex- 


claimed Miss Blackburn, indignantly, her face 
all aflame. How can you tell such a lie? 
McGivney went on: “I said to Morse: Tou 
old rascal, you have ruined this poor girl.’ I 
made no attempt to strike him. Miss Black- 


burn, in explanation, said that she was sick and 
wanted somebody to remain with her. Morse 


also said he was sick. Then Isat down and 
asked Miss Blackburn what she was going to do 
about the matter at the theatre. She made no 
reply, nor did she say anything. Morse then 
went out, and I never again saw him alive. 1 
staid with Miss Blackburn perhaps half an 
hour.“ 

They talked about theatrical matters, the 
witness said, and, not being able to get any 
satisfactory replies from her, he left and went 
to a hotel at Fifty-second street and Eighth av- 
enue, not wishing to go home to Harlem at such 
alate hour. He registered as Mr. Thompson— 
“ae name,“ the witness said. I sometimes used 
when a young man.“ 

HIS SECOND VISIT. | 

At 6 o’clock—having left word to be cailed 
then—he went back to Miss Blackburn’s house 
to converse again on business matters. He 
knocked at the front window and was let in. 
He did not remain there over five minutes, 
and was neither drunk nor excited. 

Asked if he had ever asked Miss Blackburn 
to marry him, McGivney replied that he really 
did not remember; she seemed, however, to be 
willing. It was understood she would marry 
him without there being any direct proposition. 

After William J. Fleming, stage manager at 
the Cosmopolitan Theatre, had testified that 
Miss Blackburn told him the day of Morse’s 
death that Morse and McGivney had had an en- 
counter at her house, and that Morse had been 
followed out by McGivney, the inquest was 
until tomorrow. 

A POSSIBLE CLEW. 

A letter signed Justice was today received 
by Coroner Levy, in which the writer said that 
the evening of Feb. 21 an acquaintance of 
Mr. Morse saw him, Miss Blackburn, and a 
strange man walk from the theatre to the lady's 
house. Just behind him skulked a large man 
with a beard,” who acted in the most suspicious 
manner.

seph’s Church and School at that place: Pri- 
day morning at 8 0’clock, while the weather 
was intensely and cruelly cold, the Indian 
church and school at this place were totally 
destroyed by fire. The school-house was built 
last year, and the Sisters of St. Josepb, under 
whose charge the building was placed, arrived 
here last November. The number of children 
was seventy-one at the time of the disaster.

THE NORTHERN PACIFICO. 


The Opinion of Charles D. Sanborn, 
the Company's Land Commissioner. 

St. Paul., Minn., Feb. 28.— Charles B. San- 
dorn, Land Commissioner of the Northern Pa- 
cific Road, when shown the account of the ac- 
tion of the Committee on Public Lands, said: 
The House committee seems disposed to favor 
very sweeping action, but I do not believe that 
any bill to forfeit lands which have 
been earned by the Northern Pacific by 
actual construction of the road will be- 
come a law. In the possible con- 
tingency, however, that Congress should 
pass an act of the character suggested in 
the dispatches I think there is no doubt what- 
ever that the Supreme Court of the United 
States would decide that Congress cannot de- 
prive the company of any lands earned on that 
portion of the road which was constructed and 
duly accepted by the President of the United 
States in accordance with the charter of the com- 
| pany, and it will not make any material differ- 
ence whether the construction of the road and 
acceptance by the President was before or after 
July 4, 1878. Son. 

| A ROYAL GIFT. 

“The total grant of land as finally made to the 
Northern Pacifie was somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of 50,000,000 acres, being twenty sec- 
tions per mile of road in the States and forty 
sections per mile in the Territories. The grant 
extends from Lake Superior to Puget Sound by 
way of Portland, with a branch through the 
eustern part of Washington Territory across 
the Cascade Mountains to Puget Sound. All 
this line originally chartered has now 
been constructed excepting about fifty miles 
in the State of Wisconsin, 220 miles 
along the Columbia River, between Wallula 
and Portland, and about 230 miles of the Cas- 
cade Branch—a total of about 500 miles. 
‘Twenty-five miles of the branch running west 
from Wallula was recently aecepted by the 
Government, and 300 miles of line eastward 
from Tacoma on Puget Sound has been built 
and in operation for a number of years. 

„The company has already earned all of the 
lands granted to it except those pertaining to 
the 500 miles of road which have not been built. 
If Congress should pass a bill to forfeit lands 
on these 500 miles of road the company might: 
lose ten or twelve million acres. would 

lie chiefly along the Colun.bia River and on the 
Cascade Branch in Washington Territory. 
Should such a bill as proposed pass 
Congress and be by the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States as enactment the company would 
be deprived of that portion of its land-grant 
which it claims now to have earned by the con- 
struction and acceptance of its road between 
the Missouri River in Dakota Territory and 
Wallula Junction in Washington Territory, a 
distance of 1,223 miles. This part-of the road 
has been built since July, 1879.- 
CHARACTER OF THE LANDS. 

„The land-grant accruing to this portion of 
the road would aggregate about 30,000,000 acres. 
Of these lands about 6,000,000 or 8,000,000 acres 
are agricultural lands, and the remainder con- 
sists of mountains and grazing lands along the 
900 miles of road within the boundaries 
of the Territories of Montana and 
Idaho, where, owing to the moun us 
character of the country, the construction ot 
road has been very expensive. It is estimated 
that there are less than 15,000,000 acres of agri- 
cultural land embraced within the grant of the 
railroad, and the remaining 20,000,000 acres of 
the grant consists of inaccessibie mount- 
ains and arid, broken-up lands suit- 
able only for urposes. All of 
the lands in the State of Minnesota and in that 

of Dakota lying eastof the Missouri 
iver, and also lands adjacent to the line of 
road between Kalamaon the Columbia River 
and Tacoma on Puget Sound, in Washington 
Territory, were earned by the construction of 
the railroad in 1873, as I understand that by the 
terms of the bill agreed upon by the House 
committee the company's right to these lands 
is not questioned. 
EFFECTS OF FORFEITURE. 

„ think the settlers on railroad lands and in 
the country adjacent to railroads in Montana 
and Washington Territory would be very seri- 
ously aff under the proposed action of the 
House committee, and I do not see any way in 
which the rights of those who have purchased 
land from the railroad company can be 
securely protected. There have been over a 
million acres of these lands sold to settlers. 
There certainly exist no equitable grounds 
for Congress taking the hostile action proposed. 
I think the passage of such a bill as that pro- 

by the House committee would seriously 
ure the communities along the line of the 
Northern Pacific. It would cast a cloud on titles 
to land and would retard and check the settle- 
ment of the country. It would certainly puta 
stop to railread buildmg. It seems to me that 
Congress has not yet considered the magnitude | 
and extent of the injury which would be done 
to the Northwestern country by the passage of 
any such bill as has been proposed. I am not 
yet willing to believe that any law to confiscate 
the land-grant of the Northern Pacific will be 
passed by Congress.“

The Pleuro-Pneumonia bill has been badly 
mutilated by the House of Representatives, 
but imperfect as it is is still to be welcomed 
as a step in the right direction and as better 
than ‘nothing. The most serious change made 
in the bill by what are by parliamentary 
courtesy called amendments” is the cutting 
out of the important fourth seetion, which 
gave the President of the United States the 
power to declare any Stateor Territory which 
failed to heed the warnings of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture that it had contagious 
cattle diseases within its limits to be in quar- 
antine, and to regulate or even prohibit the 
movement of cattle out of it. | 

This all-important section would have en- 
abled the executive force of the United States 
to be brought without delay into operation 
for the extirpation of this terrible disease in 
States or parts of States in which the local 
executive has no power or funds, or, in ex- 
treme cases, no inclination to act. It was 
stricken out to please the superstitious re- 
spect of the Demo-Confeds for what they 
call State-rights —a fetish by which they 
mean the anarchical right of a State to act in 
utter disregard of the rights of all the other 
States down to the point of seceding and de- 
stroying the whole structure of union. Their 
blind, ignorant, and anti-social allegiance to 
this backbone principle of the late Civil War 
now leads the Democrats to take out of this- 
bill the most efficient of its provisions. To 
please their small minds by maintaining their 
consistency to this antediluvian doctrine the 
Democrats are perfectly willing to do all they 
can to cripple this measure to prevent the 
spread of the great cattle pest to the enor- 
mous detriment of every interest in the coun- | 
try.

THE FATHER OF NIHILISM. 

The London Times of Feb. 8 contains a 
letter from its Russian correspondent giv- 
ing an extremely interesting sketch of Nech- 
ayeff, the founder of Nihilism, or rather of 
the revolutionary organization which under 
that name has spread terrorism all over the 
Empire. It has generally been supposed 
that organized revolutionary societies of this 
kind date back nearly a hundred years, but it 
now appears that insurrections previous to 


1866 were only revengeful uprisings, without 


any real organization or any fixed policy. It 
was not till after Karakozoff’s attempt upon 
the life of the Czar in that year that the 
Nihilistic revolutionary organization was 
called into active existence, and Nechayeff 
was the organizer. 

His career reads like a romance. He was 
born in the Provinee of Vladimir, of very 
humble parentage, and, showing extraordi- 
nary ability, was sent to St. Petersburg, 
where he taught religion in the Sergius 
School. He wasa self-educated man, studied 
deeply in German philosophy, and learned 
French from Rochefort's Lanterne. That 
incendiary sheet not only taught him French, 
but something worse. He first became known 
to the world as the head of a school for mur- 
der, and was associated with a student named 
Ivanoff, whom he killed because he talked of 
quitting the organization. He then fled to 
Switzerland, whence the Russian Govern- 
ment procured his extradition, the extradition 
being facilitated by the payment of a large 
sum of money to the Chief of Police at 
Zurich. He was tried for the offense in St. 
Petersburg and convicted, but for some in- 
serutable reason the Government did not 
hang him, which might have saved much 
consequent trouble; did not even send him to 
Siberia, for fear, it was urged, that he might 
escape, but confined him in the dungeons of 
the Fortress Peter-Paul under a sentence of 
twenty years’ imprisonment. | 

It was conceived by the Government that 
there he would be absolutely secure, and that 


by approaching him in the rigut way it would 


get valuable secrets from him. Never was a 


Government more completely disappointed. 


He was visited by several eminent persons 
who attempted to sound him, but to no pyr- 
pose. On one of these occasions he had an 
interview with the Czar himself, to whom he 


.| boldly declared that absolutism was out of 


date, and that the only remedy for the exist- 
ing diffieulties was a constitution. That 
remedy has been the constant demand pre- 
sented by Nihilism ever since. The Times 
correspondent, in this connection, tells the 
following incident: 

Among the more di ed visitors was 
Gen. Potapoff, the Atdman or Chief of the 
Cossacks of the Don. This officer had been 
Governor-General of Lithuania but was at that 
time Chief of the Corps of Gendarmerie to 
which the Third Section, or secret police, is at- 
tached. It was in this latter capacity that he 

in a. hy and animated conversa- 
tian with the pri . He invited Nechayeff 
to write a paper on the composition, means, 
and plans of the revolutionary party—a sugges- 
tiom*which was received with contempt. Gen. 
Potapof then threatened the prisoner with 
corporal punishment, and Nechayeff, deeming 
himself insulted, suddenly administered so 
violent a on the General's face that his 
nose bied profusely. This unprecedented eyent 
caused the utmost sensation, and, to make mat- 
ters worse, the blow was struck in the presence 
of Gen. Korsakoff, the Governor of the prisan, 
and several officers, gendarmes, and jailers. 

Nechayeff was loaded with chains for his 
offense, and was riveted to the wall in such a 
manner that he had scarcely any freedom of 
motion. He was whipped with wirerods, 
but it had no effect upon him. In his man- 
acled condition he actually made converts of 
his guards, though they were not allowed to 
speak to him, and he carried on a correspond- 
ence with ‘the conspirators. At last a plan 
was matured by one Jelaboff, at Nechayeff's 
instigation, to murder the Czar, and Jelaboff 
was actually introduced into the dungeon to 
confer with him about the details of the deed. 
A question arose among the Nihilists whether 
Nechayeff ought not to be released before the 
murder was committed, and a plot was made 
to seize the fortress, but as Jelaboff declared 
that the murder would have te be adjourned 
if Nechayeff were set at liberty the latter de- 
cided to remain in confinement, and, chained 
and riveted to the walls of the deepest dun- 
geon in the fortress, actually issued his order 
for the killing of the Czar, and that order 
was obeyed shortly after. The watch upon 
the prisoners was made more stringent, and 
at last, in the summer of 1882, the Govern- 
ment succeeded in interrupting all relations 
between them and the outside world. The 
soldiers and guards who had been friendly to 
him were arrested and punished, and the 
Times correspondent says: 

Nothing more was ever ascertained about 
Nechayeff. beyond the fact that he avas cruelly 
beaten in consequence of a dispute with the 
Inspector of the prison and died shortly after- 
wards, in December, 1882. Some suppose that 
he committed suicide, others that he was killed 
by the effects of the blows; but in all cases his 


untimely end—for he died in the 1 5 of life 
—was keenly lamented by all the Nihilists. 


With the killing of the Czar and the death 
of Nechayeff, Nihilism was quiet for a time,

eries have put the employés of every railroad 
station on the alert, and every package brought 
in is being closely scrutinized. it seems the 


cloak-room clerk at Charing Cross Station heard | 


a noise like the ticking of aclock inside a heavy 
valise. He forthwith handed the valise overto 
the police, who sent it to Woolwich. The re- 
port that the police found a large quantity of 
explosives under the Charing Cross 
Railway Station has not been confirmed. 
The officials at the station apprehended 
that some outrage would be attempted early 
this morning. The valse contained a tin box 
with a quantity of dynamite fastened around 
it. Within the tin box wasa clock movement 
connected with a loaded revolver and the time 
to run four hours before discharging the re- 
volver. When the hammer of the revolver had 
fallen the cartridge failed to explode and a dis- 
aster was thus averted. The valise was de- 
posited in oloak-room Monday night. It 
eontajned twenty pounds of dynamite. It is 
believed the conspirators intended this machine 
should explode simultaneously with that at the 
Victoria Railway Station. The clock movement 
was of American make. The railway officials 
absolutely deny that any dynamite was found 
underneath the station. Te dynamite and 
clockwork were packed in the clothes of the 
valise exactly like the valise at the Vio- 
toria Railway Station which to have

THE UNCERTAIN STATES. 

There remain six debatable or so-called doubt- 
ful States—California, with 8 votes; Indiana, 
with 15; Nevada, with 3; New Jersey, with 9; 
New York, with 35; and Ohio, with 23. Of 
these so-called uncertain States, casting 93 
Electoral votes, which seem to stand between 
the solid North and the solid South, Californta, 
Nevada, and New Jersey were carried by the 
Democrats in 1880; Indiana, New York, and 
Ohio went Republican in that year. New York 
and Indiana were carried by the Democrats in 
1876. Ohio has gone Republican at all Presi- 
dential elections for thirty years. 

In 1880 California gave Hancock 8 
of only 78 votes, there being three tickets in 
the field. Nevada gave bim a majority of 879. 
New Jersey, where also there were three 
tickets, gave Hancock a plurality of 2,010 votes. 
Indiana gave Garfield a plurality of 6,350 votes. 
In New York he had a majority of 6,483 votes 
te and in Ohio a majority over all of 


25,129. 

Of these so-called doubtful States the Demo- 
crats do not expect to carry Ohio next fall. 
They see that their party is too badly broken to 
pieces on the tariff question in that State to 
give them any hope there, even if they should 
go so far as to nominate an Ohio man, which 
nobody here of influence in the party thinks of 


doing. 
CLAIMS OF THE TWO PARTIES. 

On the tariff question New Jersey must prab- 
ably be counted on the Kepublican side. About 
Indiana the tariff-reform Democrats have no 
doubt. They count that State securely Demo- 
cratic this year, partly because of the popular 
demand for tariff reform and partly because of 
the resentment still felt in that State at the way 
in which the Republicans carried it in 1880. 
California and Nevada are believed to be rea- 
sonably sure for the Democrats, though the Re- 
publicans believe they can carry both of them. 

The Republicans believe they can carry Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina this fall, and the 
great increase in the last two or three years of 
Northern settlers in Florida gives them strong 
hopes of that State. Western Democrats, on 


the other hand, begieve that there has been so. 


great a change of sentiment in several North- 


western States in the last three years that if 


the tariff issue is squarely made and thorough- 
ly and fearlesly discussed they may hope to 
carry Michigan, Wisconsin, Nebraska, perhaps 
Iiiioois, and possibly Iowa. It is certain that at 
the last Congressional election the Democrats 
made surprising gains in some of these States, 
and they made these mainly on the tariff issue. 
Thus from Michigan there were no Democrats 
in the last Congress, but six in this; from Iowa 
there was but one Democrat in the last Con- 
gress, but there are four now. In Dkaois, in 
1882, the Republican State ticket bad not a ma- 
jority over all, the Republican vote being only 
48\% per cent of the total vote cast, and while 
in the last Congress there were but six Llinois

The animal did not get any 
better, and its owner becoming anxious called 
in the services of Dr. M. H. McKillip, who im- 
mediately pronounced the horse to be suffering 
from faroin, which would turn into glanders. 
**Parcin’’ is, in fact, a manifestation of acute 
Flanders. The Doctor ordered the animal to be 
destroyed, and this was done the following day.
